5. In case a poll sliall be duly dshiarid- 
cd at the election of Councillors K.r any 
Ward in tho said City of Victoria, tho 
vote of the electors entitled to vote in 
such Ward shall bo taken on tho day fol- 
lowing tho nomination at tho following 
places, that is to sfiy: 

In Johnson Street Ward, at tho 'now 
City Hall, Douglas street, in tho said 
City. 

In Yates Siroct \\'avd, at tho Police 
Barracks, Bastion street, in the said 
City. 

In James Bay Ward, at tho Hook and 
Lndder Htoo, ill 'the said City, ''- i 
And tho said sli.tll bo open at 10 o'clock 
n. in. and cloao at 4 p. in. 

G. In case of a poll at ,in election for 
Mayor and Counciilur.s tho vote shall bo 
given by ballot. 

7. Tho ballot of each voter sii.ill con- 
sist of a paper (in this Bylaw called a bal- 
lot paper) showing tho names and occu- 
pations of tho candidates for the office of 
Councillor. In Johnson Street Ward, in 
addition to such ballot pr>per, thoro shall 
bo Ml additioiKil ballot p.apor sliowing tho 
names and descriptions of tho candidates 
for tho office of Mayor ; each ballot p.apor 
shall have a number printed on tho back 
and shall have attached a counterfoil ^yith 
tho f.ame number printed on tho face. At 
tho time of voting tho ballot paper shall 
be marked on both sidos with an official 
mark and delivered to tho voter within 
tho polling station, and tho number of. 
such voter on tho Register or List of 
Municipal Voters shall bo marked on tho 
counterfoil, and tho voter, havingsocrotly 
marked his vote on tho paper and folded 
it up so as to conceal his vote shall placo 
it in a closed bo.\ in tho presonco of tho 
officer presiding at tho Polling Station 
after having shown to him tho official 
mark on tho back. 

8. Any ballot [japor ...which . hais, not on 
tho back tho ofSciivli-majJs^ oir, on which 
votes aro givon'to mbiVcanSida't'os than 
the voter is entitled to vote for, or on 
which anything except tho said number 
on tho bacli is written or marked by which 
tho vote can bo identified shall bo void 
and not counted. 

9. After tho close of tho poll the ballot 
boxes shall ho clo.sod up so as to prevent 
tho insertion of additional ballotpaporsarid 
shall be taken charge of by the Returning 
Officer for Yates Street Ward and that 
officer shall in the presence of such of tho 
candidates as may be in attondanco,. or 
their agents, and of tho Returning Olhcer 
open the ballot boxes at the now Council 
Chambers, DoiighiH street, in the said city, 
•and ascertain tho result of the poll by 
counting the votes given to each candi- 
dtvto, and shall forthwith declare to bo 
elected tho candidates or candidate to 
whom th&"1ttajbrity'of votes have been 
given. 

10. V/hon an equality i^f votes is found 
to exist bolwcen any caudidatos at an 
election, and tho addition of a vote would 
entitle any of sucli candidates to bo do- 
clared elected the Returning Officer sh.ill, 
provided ho bo qualiliod as a Municipal 
clcctor,givo such ad'ditioiial vote, but sluill 
not in any other case bo entitled to vote 
at an election for which he is Returning 
Officer. 

11. And for tho purpose of regulating 
the mode of procedure at such election and 
of conducting tho said polls section one 
of tho Bylaw entitled a ','Bylaw to regulate 
tho elflctiori' of a''Mayot and Councillors 
for the City of Victoria in tho year 1875" 
commencing : If any candidato nominated 
during tho time appointed, etc., together 
with all tho subsequent sections of tho 
said Bylaw and tho schedule thereto ap- 
pended are hereby incorporated with this 
Bylaw and shall bo read tpgethpr with 
this Bylaw, as if the samO-ilradiDeoB xo- 
onactod, word for word, heroin and 
hereby.

Elsowliere will bo found thu piu tiou 
lars of the loss of tho lungiiificent IJril- 
ish iron ship Lupata, bound for Port- 
land, Oregon, to load with wlieat for 
the United Kingdom. The vessel struck 
on a rock 25 miles south of Columbia 
river entrance and must have Rono 
down in a few minutes. It was seen 
from the shore that tho vessel Imd ap- 
proached dangerously near the rock in 
a'fog'an'd signals were hung out. In 
a few minutes her red liglit was ob- 
Korved to disappear and it was thought 
tho vessel iiad pa.s.sed safely round tho 
rock. Five day.s aftcrward.s her masts 
were observed projecting about 200 
yards from the shore, and on Sunday 
last twelve dead undo bodies were 
found in clefts of tlio rocks. Tho 
poor fellows bad stripped and awara 
ashoro, but found it iuipossibia to scale 
the rocks and so perished miserably 
huddled together in tho water-worn 
clefts. Everybody on hoard perished. 
Tho less of life is csiiniated at 2.5. The 
captain's nai.ic was Irvnn and his wifo 
was lost with him. The Lupata was 
built in 1875, in llarriiigton, England, 
by Williamson, an iron vessel of 1089 
registered capacity, and owned by J. 
H. Clark. Tho vessel was registered 
at Liverpool and Lloyd's 100 A 1. Tlie 
Lupata was at Portland in 1878. . Sho 
arrived at Portland on the 9th 
of Juno of that . year, consigned to 
Badger, Meyer <fe (jo., in ballast from 
Coquimbo." She loaded with grain for 
Liverpool and cleared on the 17th of 
August, 1878. Sho sailed for Portland 
from Nioga, Japan, in ballast, last 
November, and was under charter to 
Balfour,. Guthrio it Co., to load with 
grain:^ ' ' '• 

\ SEATTLE COAL PRO DUO T. 

" The Seattle Intelligencer, comment- 
ing on tho purchase of the Seattle and 
Walla Walla railroad, tho Newcastle 
coal.iaiae, four large sail vessels and 
one ' steamer, the building of throe otii- 
er steamers, requiring in tho aggrefjato 
an expenditure of nearly two million 
dollars, is of opinion that Seattle svill 
shortly begin to grow and prosjior be- 
yond all precedent or anticipation. 
Steamers plying between Seattle and 
San Francisco can make a round tri}) 
every twenty day.'j, and as they arc to 
carry 3000 tons each will aggregate six 
trips and 18,000 tons per month. The 
four sail vessels can carry the monthly 
average up to 22,000 tons, and report 
further'has -it that 'their number ia to 
be increased by three or four more 
purchases. In 1880 more coal was 
sliipped from Seattle than in any pre- 
vious year, and yet tho whole number 
of tons was but 138,-t97. Tho steamers 
.that are hereafter to carry tho bulk of 
Seattle coal aro.nofc on the coast, but 
will be before the end of the current 
year. The trade of 1881 will, tliornfore, 
be somewhat restricted compared with 

',',tbe grand idea evidently in tho minds 
of tho new purchasers. Tbo exports 

•of, the year will probably be under 

fpither-than-^ovor 200,000 tons, but 
even to put it at that figure, a gain of 

- over 60,000 tons in a year ia an event 

■ upon which Seattleites are to bo con- 
gratulated. Mr. A''iLLAiiD and his 
Bociates evidently moan to carry on tbo 
most c-vtensivo coal mining operations 
on the Pacitic slope, and that tliey have 
the capital and the best field for doing 
this there is uo . reasonable room for 

,i3oub't. The Intflligencer says the coal 
underlying King county cannot be esti- 
mated, but it is known Ui.at there i.s 

■enough to spare a miilion or two tons a 
year for several centuries, From tiiis 
on tho mining will bo on an ever-in 
creasing scale.

"TTWi hot Oflloers arid tHo SntlM Orov. 



Astoria, Oregon, Jan. 8.— Capt Wheel- 
er, superintendent of construction of Til- 
lamook Rook lighthoiis^, ai:riTed hero this 
evening and reports'that Monday evening 
tho 3rd inst. about 8 o'clock the weather 
being very thick and wind blowing hard 
from tho southeast, w^orkmen on the rock 
suddenly heard loud voices and shouting 
and on emerging from their houses saw a 
ship's light just inside of tho rock and 
immediately after heard a command giv- 
en "hard aport" Realizing that a vessel 
was in close proximity to the rock and 
lives in jeopardy Capt. Wheeler ordered 
lanterns to bo lit, one to bo placed in tho 
tower, and as rapidly aa possible a large 
boufiro was started, the illumination from 
which reve.-vled a large vessel apparently 
not two hundred yards from the east side 
of tho rock. The red or port light of the 
ship was in sight about five minutes when 
it gradually disappeared, those on tho rock 
concluding that tho captain had backed 
the ship successfully and steered his vessel 
out of danger. This morning, for the first 
time since tho fog liad disappeared, it was 
found that the captain, instead of round- 
ing tho rock to the westward, had run his 
vessel ashore on a reef of rock running 
out from Tillamook liead, tho topmast be- 
ing plainly visible from six to ton feet 
above water. Tho shore line being a bold 
bluff rock for a considerable distance from 
the scene of tho wreck, it Is more than 
likely that tho whole ship's company wore 
lost, and tho wreckage cast ashore leaves 
no doubt that the unfortunate vessel was 
tho Dritish ship Liipata of London. 

SBCOKO DISPATCH. 

AsTOBiA, January lOtli. — On Sunday 
Mr. Cloutrio, of Seaside, with one 
or two of hi.s neighbors, all long time resi- 
dents near Tallamook head and well ac- 
quainted with the intricate and rugged 
pathway leading to tho rocky sceno of tho 
disaster, determined to . search along the 
shore and appi^aiish' as near as po^siblo to 
the wreck, which after rounding the 
head was plainly visible, tho tops of Iier 
iron lower masts being abovo tho surface 
of tho water. The lofty rocky wall stretch- 
ing four or five miles from Tillamook liead 
southward which has for untold ages si- 
lently ond effectually intim.atod to tho 
angry waves and billows of old ocean 
"thus far shalt thou go and no further !" 
has boon in places completely honeycomb- 
ed by tho constant action and foixe of 
tlio mighty waters, resulting in swirling 
eddies which have formed Iioro and there 
in miniature bays along the rocky shore. In 
•one of these Mr. Cloutrie found tho 'dead 
bodies of hve men, all huddled together 
and a little further on in another .small 
inlet seven more in tho same position. 
The fact that each body was destitute of 
clothing would seem to indicate that the 
vessel filled and all hope of saving 
hqr was given up as soon as sho 
struck. The lights and bonfire 
on the lighthouse rock probably 
led tho bowildcred sailors to be- 
lieve that if they could only reach tho laud 
friendly habitations and help wero nigh 
and that by divesting themselves of all 
impediments they might possibly swim 
ashore. Vain hope on such a night, in 
such a Htorm and in such a dangerous 
locality. To convoy tho corpses to whore 
there was suflicicnt mother earth to cover 
them a toilsome journey over a mile and 
a half of rocks was necessary. Mr. 
Cloutrio was compelled to retrace his way 
to seek the necessary osBistanco to give 
the unfortunates a Christian burial. Our 
latest news from Seaside is of Mr. C.'s 
discovery and return. Wo presunio tho 
bodies wore removed and interred to-day, 
and that such desoiiptions were taken as 
niay.poasiblj' lead to their identification 
)y friends in foreign lands. 

Of tho causes which led to the disaster 
it is impossible to speak with certaint}'. 
Capt. Wheeler, who was on Tillamook 
rock, saj's that tho weather had been so 
thick that no master of a vessel could have 
taken an observation iu tiiat neighbor- 
hood for four or five days previous to the 
.sad occurrence. Capt. Irven might have 
been sailing on dead reckoning all tliat 
time, and his proximity to the land might 
have affected his compass, which we are 
informed ia often the case in an iron 
vessel wlieii near shore. 

Capt. Irvoa had many warm friends in 
Astoria, having visited this port twice in 
the Lupatn, tho last time bringing with 
iiim Iris newly married wife from whom 
Mrs. Capt. G. Wood cf this city had re- 
coived a letter notifying her that she 
would pay hor another visit this winter.

The San Francisco Call published an 
interview with John F. Swift, one of tho 
commissioners to negotiate tho treaty 
with Cliina. Mr. Swift says that in ad- 
dition to the points iieretofore made pub- 
lic, tho treaty contains a clause reserving 
to the United States the right to teriiii- 
nate, at any time, tlio i-eaidonce of Chin- 
ese laborers in this country.

Our Tolegrraph Service. 

Tho new telegraph barge Electro ia 
now taking in tho Nanaimo to Point Gr.ay 
cable from tho Hudson's Bay Co.'s 
barque Princess Ro3-al. The trans-ship- 
ment will occupy about throe days' time, 
the cable being 25 nautical miles in 
length. Considerable alterations had to 
be made in tho barge before she could 
contain so groat » length of cable and it 
will bo yet anotlser ten days before tho 
paying out and lifting machinery will bo 
ready for duty. It is a very different af- 
fair to lay a long cable weighing about 
75 tons without injury to short lengths of 
cable which can be paid out and wound in 
from a reel or drum as simply os a log- 
line.
